A Review of the Situation. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEMPHIS, March 22.—News received trom 
places below here states that most of the land- 
ings between Yellow Georgetown and Green- 
ville, are under water,and the country around 
transformed into a veritable lake. The Sher- 
iff at Greenville has received over 35,000 
rations| since the flood began, and for several 
weeks past more than 2,000 persons have been 
fed. Upon Saturday lastthe Sheriff distrib- 
uted 1,100 rations. He has also sent supplies to 
Refuge and Lake Washington, places below 
Greenville. Many persons have taken refuge 
at Greenville because of its safety from the 
high water. Rumors have been received of 
several lives being lost, but no authentication 
of these reports can be obtained. Nearly 3,000 
head of cattle and swine have been abandoned, 
the efforts of the people being directed 
to the saving of horses and mules. There are 
over 1,000 heaa of the latter now on the high 
land back about one mile from Greenville. It 
is said that,but for the giving way of the levees 
at Bolivar, Greenville must surely have been 
overflowed. The steamer Kate Dixon rescued 
a number of persons from drowning. In Issa- 
quena county, back of the city, a large area of 
country is under water, and losa on stock has 
been very great. 

Government aid has been sent here and 
about 500 families relieved tnrough a commit- 
tec appointed by the Board of Supervisors. 

Several cases ot drowning have been report- 


,ea vere, but the names of the persons cannos 


be learned. 
At Johnsonville the wateris very deep and 


gre.5 loss of stock is reported. 


Mr E. Kuhn, of Columbus, kas sent a collec- 


tion of $8,000 to the Reiief Commitiee at Green- 


ville. 

There are over 150,000 people to be fed for 
the next fifty days. 

There are 26,000 rations now on hand which 


will be issued to the most needy immediately. 


The amount given to each person is 1s pounds 
of bacon and a like amount of meal. 

One-half a million of rations are 
needed here. The condition of things below 
Greenville is distressing in the extreme. There 
is no land visible beyond Yazoo Qity and 
Greenwood on the Yazoo River. Near Ashton, 
large numbers of stock have been lost = man 
having lost three hundred head from

cEnery last Thursday 
that over 1, 500 people are in actual need of the 
bare necessities of life. Prospects indicate 
that only one-half a crop of cotton can be 
raised this year. The Government steamer 
Gen. Barnard arrived at Memphis yesterday 
from St. Louis with supplies. She divided 
her cargo here and left tor Helena, 
Ark. TheC. B. Reese took the other portion 
of the cargo and left for the Arkansas River, 
where she will distribute rations tothe nevudy 
along the river. 

Judge Mangam, Commissioner of Relief at 
Helena, Ark., is ‘using his dest efforts to flad 
out the truly needy and distribute supplies to 
them as fast as possible. He has telegraphed 
to the Secretary of War for 100,000 rations per 
week, to be delivered at the headquarters in 
Helena. 

People have been arrested for selling tainted 
meat, and strict orders have been given by the 
Commissioners to arrest all persons who at- 
temptto sellit. — 

Av appeal for help has beea received at 
Helena from Jonesboro, Ark. Over 200 fami- 
les in Oraighead county are in a helpless con- 
dition on account ofthe flood. Appeals have 
also been received from Tyronsa, Lake Vill 
and Osceola, by the Commissioner. He w 
attend to them all as speedily as possible. 


The Maude’s Trip. 
Capt. Lane, pilot on the John B. Maude 
that arrived to-day from Memphis, gave a 
POST-DISPATCH reporter some facta in regard 
to the condition of affairs at pres- 
ent existing between St. Louis and Memphis. 


‘‘The water,’’ he said, ‘‘was rapidly falling 
al) along and the dwellers in the interior were 
coming out to the river as fast as pos- 
siple. Upon arriving at the river, 
they rig rafts or floatin ap- 
paratus of some description, and getting 
on board cast themselves adrift, relying upon 
their chances for rescue and assistance. Of 
course they are nearly all in a famished 
condition. We picked up a great many on 
this —_ up, and put them off on the 
rincipa landings along the _ river. 
Ve took on board one man opposite 
De Smet Landing who had traveled night and 
day a distance of fifty miles in orderto reach 
the river. Upon being supplied with flour 
ana other necessary articles, he took his way 
back into the interior. 
‘*In what kind ofa craft did he make the 
trip?’’ 
"in @ dugout, that he loaded down with 
provisions we gave him. He may never get 
back to his destination, for the 
first eddy that strikes his boat may upset 
vpim. I would not have made thetrip for the 
best steamboat on the river. The worst is over 
between St. Louis and Memphis, and the land 
will soon be in condition for plowing.’’ 


The Worst Over. 
‘*Well, the worst, I think, is over,’’ said 
Capt. Jolly, of the Anchor Line steamer Hal- 
liday, to a PosT-DIsPaTCH reporter this morn- 
ing.

Shipherd’s Examination—Gen. Hurlbut 
—Unraveling a Queer Business. 


‘‘Guano”’ Shipherd, 

WASHINGTON, D.C., March 22.—The exam- 
ination of Shipherd was resumed this morn- 
ing. 

Shipherd produced a copy of his letter to 
the President, dated April 28, 1881, alluded to 
in his testimony yesterday. In this letter 
Shipherd states that the interests of his clients 
in Peru are so great as to entitle them to 


consideration in the discussion of any 
plans affecting the future of the prostrate 
republic. He further states the purpose of this 
note is that decision of the appointment of 
Ministers to Chili and Peru’ should be 
reserved until the facts relative tothe claims of 
the Peruvian Company shou!d have been laid 
before the President. Shipherd states he 
had not yet found the letter of May 2], but had 
written his son to make a copy and send to 
him, and he expected to lay it before the com- 
mittee in a iew days. 

Mr. Kasson asked if the witness knew of any 
instance in which Hurlbut’s official action had 
been purchased? 

Shipherd replied that in the statements 
he made yesterday he spoke from his know!l- 
edge of events that occurred many years ago, 
and which came under his notice at the time, 
and from which he had formed his opinion of 
Hurlbut. In ccnnection with this opinion and 
in further reply to the inquiry, he 
called attention to the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court in the case of 
Clark against the United States, in which it 
was shown that Gen. Huribut, while in the 
service of the United States at New Orleans, 
accepted a bribe. 

- Representative Kasson then asked ifin all 
his (witness’) correspondence with Gen. Hurl 
but the latter ever intimated a desire to have 
an interest in the Peruvian claim. 

Answer—No, sir,fhe never did. 

Witness stated in furtherreply that no ofli- 
cer of the United Statesin the diplomatic 
service or otherwise ever expressed any desire 
or listened to any proposals for an interest in 
the claim of the Peruvian Company. The 
witness{was then asked by Kasson: ‘‘Who now 
holdsthe Landrean claim?’’’ and replied:}' ‘It is 
now held by Americans, but I could not without 
violating private conrtidences disclose the 
names of the parties.’’ The legal name of his 
(Shipherd’s) company, witness stated, is the 
Veruvian Company, incorporated under the 
laws of Georgia in 1870, and every share of 
stock is held in this country. 

WITNESS DECLINED TO STATE 

how much had been paidin for stock or from 
what parties the claim was purchased, or 
whether the original parties were paia for 
their claim in stock of the new company; or 
whether the company hasever taken posses 
sion of any property ip Peru, or whether they 
have a resident agent in Peru. 

Witness stated the company have notified 
Peru of their claim, but never received any re- 
ply in acknowledgment of the claim. The 

*eruvian Company never had any official cor- 
respondence with the Peruvian Government. 
Whatever advices the company have received 
bave been received from private sources. 

Representative Kasson explained the object 
of hisinquiries to be the discovery whether the 
allegationon which the investigation is based, 
that the Peruvian Company was a purely 
speculative enterprise dependent for its 
success entirely upon the intervention of this 
Government,is a true one or whether the claim 
«f the company is a solid one, and its 
business such as American citizens 
have a pertect right to engage in. 

Shipherd then went into along explanation 
of his conduct with the Petuvian Company, 
which began in March, 1881, when he became 
counsel for his clients, who purchased this 
claim. Witness recognized the magnitude 
of the interests involved and opened negotia- 
tions with Governor Boutwell witha view to 
securing his aid as counsel upon all matters 
affecting international questions. 

GOVERNOR BOUTWELL 
examined the papers and after three weeks 
called upon witness and stated the claim was 


good and he was prepared to lay it 
before the President. Several conferences en- 
sued as to what counsel should 


be employed, but at no time was any- 
thing said in favor of employing any 
man on account of his official station or rela- 
tions. Witness discussed with Gov. Boutwell 
the question of renewing, through the Secre- 
tary of State, the negotiations which had veen 
begun with the Executive, and sug- 
gested that Gov. Boutwell should under. 
take to open negotiations. About that time, 
however, it was suggested that a certain Sen- 
ato(whose name witness declined to gvie the 
committee), being a warm personal friend of 
the Secretary, would perhaps be the best per- 
son for that delicate mission. Gov, Boutwe!ll 
approvedit, and shortly afterwards witness 
had an interview with the Sen- 
ator at his (witness’) oflice in 
New York, lasting about four hours, and in 
which all the papers were submited to the 
Senator. Witness asked himif he would ac 
cept aretainerin the case as counsel, and the 
Senator replied with vekemence, ‘‘No, sir, un- 


der no conceivable circumstances. ou can 
readily see this matter might come 
before Congress in some shape (for its 


action and it would be manifestly improper.’’ 
The Senator added we had no needof coun- 
sel in the sense I had mentioned; that we had 
simply tolay our case before the Secretary and 
President. 

THE WHOLE COUNTRY WAS INTERESTED, 
and it was his duty as Senator to further the 
interests of ourcompany. He was then on his 
way from his home in New Hampshire [at this 
pointthere were visible signs ot amusement 
in view of the witness’ repeated refasals to 
disclose the name of the Senator] to Wasbing- 
ton, and he stated he would be pleased to 
bring about for me an interview withthe Sec- 
retary of State. 

Witness was asked how hecame to obtaina 
charter under the lawsof Georgia, aud ex- 
plained that in looking = about _§ for 
the most tavorable conditions he heard of a 
charter which had some time since been 
granted Duff Green by the State of Georgia, 
and which contained such an extraordinary 
advautage in its features, by- allowing 
the establishment of branches at 
any point in this country or abroad, that they 
decided to obtain this charter. The company 
is now acting under this charter, and the stock 
bas been regularly issued, and under the 
clause permitting branches they established 
headquarters in New York Oity. 

Witness was again asked if he still had ob- 
jections to giving the name of the Senator 
and replied; ‘‘Since 80 much has been said in 
this connection perhaps it would be better 
I should right here aud now wive the entire 
histor. of the connection of this -enator wit! 
the Peruvian Company. I bave already spoken 
of his refusal to take @ 1etaine: at a subsequent 
date, having been advised by the Secretary 


of State and several friends, buth 
in the Senate and House, that 
this case could never come before 


Congress, but would be settled in the State 
Department. 
THE SENATOR DID TAKE A FEE 

as attorney for the company, and acted in 
that capacity for nearly four months. His 
entire connection with the case was during the 
recess of Oongress., shortly before 
the reassembling of Oongress. In December 
ne had another interview with me and stated 
that he was satisfied that the questions in- 
volved in the affairs of the company would

in the capacity of Senator of the United States. 
He therefore returned the amount of 
the ree he had taken, not even 
reserving what he had expended 
in traveling expenses in the interests of the 
company.

Witness 
was askecl if he had ever

spondence with Hurlbut and two letters 
to Gen. Kilpatrick comprised all the corre- 
spondence be (witness) haa had with foreign 
Ministers of the United States abroad.

the company, and that was the Collector 
of the Port ot New Youk. William H. Robert- 
son, who had been paid a fee for services ren- 
dered the company in the capacity of attor- 
ney.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Talk of Senator 
Teller’s appointment as Secretary of the In- 
terior continues, and some assert that the 
nomination will be made to-day or 
to-morrow. <A Senator asked Mr. Teller, 


so itis said, why he did not hurry his ap- 
pointment up and haveit done with, and he 
replied that he was waiting to hear from Colo- 


rado. Western Senators generally believe 
that Teller has been urged for 
this appointment and that the Presi- 
dent promised to make it, but some

‘*What are the chances in the ordinary 
course of affairs for the June rise?’’ 

‘*There is absolutely no possible chance fora 
June rise unless we have a phenomenally oe 
rainy season this spring. There is not enough 
snow in the mountains to affect the river 
materially when it melts. The only causes 
that will contributeg@io the increase of 
troubles below from now on and until the 
river recedes are the high winds that are 
prevalent at present.

BURIED ALIVE, 


Railroad Accident in Dakota 
Which Killed Nine People. 


BISMARCK, DAK., March 22.—A special tothe 
Tribune via train just arrived says: Nine men 
were instantly killed and eleven others injur- 


ed, the cars caught fire and two men were 
burned alive. The acciaent happened two 
miles east of Sweet Briar at a place known as 
Soapstone Cut,at a crossing of the Hart River.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

issued by the bank, payable August 1, 1880, 
and bearing interest at6 percent. The liabi.- 
ities amounted to the face value of the scrip. 
Deeds of trust on the family property were ex- 
ecuted and J. G. Barry was selected astrustee. 
At his death the court appointed John D. 
Davis trustee for the creditors. 

The scrip was made receivable for all debts 
due the bank aad prior to maturity about one- 
half of it was received in that way and can- 
celed. Much of the scrip was acquired by Mr. 
Chambers himself, and in this way likewise 
the indebtedness of the bank gradually 
shrunk. It was aremarkable system of wind- 
ingup, but such was the confidence in the 
Chambers fawily that at a meeting of the 
creditors in St.Patrick’s Hall, where the Cath- 
olic clergy took a prominent partin the pro 
ceedings, the settlement proposition of Mr.

Sergt. John A. Mason, convicted of a deadly 
assault on Guiteau, the assassin, reached this 
city atan early hour yesterday morning in 
charge of Sergt. Saties and Private Frederick 
H. Gebrman, both of the Second United S' ates 
Artillery, from the barracks at Washington. 
He was not shackledin any manner. After 
breakfasting at a restaurant, the prisoner was 
taken on a horse car to the penitentiary, 
which is to be his home for eight vears to 
come. He was received at the institution by 
Deputy Biglin and Clerk Bowers, the papers 
were soon signed and the guards de- 
parted. The following record was placed 
no the books of the vrison: “My name 
is John A. Mason; I am thirty-seven years of 
age and was bora in Virginia; hair black, 
eyes blue, sound, able-bodied, five 
feet ten inches in height, color white, by oc 
cupation a soldier, babite of life intemper 
married, bas a wife and child, rea and 
writes, has no religion, health good, and has 
been vaccinated.” The prisoner was attired 
ina Sergeant’s uniform, but had been strip- 

dof bis stripes. He has a rather spare 

ace, but wears a heavy, light-colored mous- 
tache,and weighs about 165 pounds. He 
Was never in prison before. Heis locked in 
cell No. 120 at present. He was allowed to 
retain bisarmy blankets. He had not been 
in bed since Lavine Washington, and was 
much fatigued. Almost as soon as entering 
his cell he fell into a profound slumber. Sub- 
sequently he was placed in cel! No. 127, on 
the second tier, looking toward the east and 
adjoining No. 128, Tom Ballgrd’s cell. Mason 
wiil be set at work in No. 4 shoe shop to-day. 
No person will be allowed to speak to or cor- 
respond with bim uatil the lapse of one 
month.

The Last Parisian Murder Mystery.

A murder almost unparalleled in audacity 
was committed by a gang of burglars on Mone 
day forenoon in dwelling forming the third 
story of a fuliy occupied house in a busy 
street In Paris. The circumstances are these: 
about 10 o’clock a man knocked at the door 
of the concierge’s ajsartmenut at No. 1 Rue 
Labat, the house in question, and asked upon 
which floor Mme. Galsterrer lived. Having 
received the desired information he went up 
the staircase, andina few minutes was ful- 
lowed by three men. Not long afterwards the 
four were seen to go away together. They bad 
not been gone more than a quarter of ap hour 
when a neighbor passing the door of Mme. 
Galsterrer observed thatit was open, and, 
looking in, saw Mme. Galsterrer lying upon 
the ground with her -face covered witn a 
table-napkin. Examination showed that she 
nad been strangled. The rooms were in con- 
fusion and a secretaire ransacked, leaving no 
doubt that robbery was the object of the 
crime. It appears that Mme. Galsterrer, who 
was between seventy and eighty years of age, 
kept a quantity of jewelery and probabil 
money in her rooms, of which, it is assumed, 
her murderers had in some way obtained in- 
formation.

The men who are benefited by 
good streets can afford to pay for them, and 
the property-owner who refuses to join with 
the majority ia this geat enterprise should be 
black-listed. For this purpose there should 
be a Street-paving League in every ward of 
the city. 


THE ordinance abolishing the office of 
Park Commissioner and transferring his 
simple duties to the President of the Board 
of Public Improvements failed in the Council 
last evening. It received six votes—four less 
than a constitutional majority. The fact that 
Mr. WEIGEL, the present Commissioner, is a 
German and that Messrs. KEHR, ZELLE and 
ZIEGENHEIM are found voting to sustain 
him ina worthless office creates the im- 
pression that perbaps a race issue has been 
made up.

FLAD’S FAL-DE-RAL., 

The other day Mr. Red-tape FLAD, the 
head of the Board of Public Improvements 
in St. Louis, told a reporter of the PosT- 
DISPATCH that experience had taught him 
that macadam was the best, most desirable 
and economic street-paving material that 
could be found in this region. We do not be- 
lieve that Col. FLap is a member of the 
macadam ring which has so long cursed this 
city, but his talk is so wide of common sense 
that we must conclude that he has been 
blinded by the dust which surrounds 
him. To say that a rotten limestone 
which is ground into powder as soon as 
itis placed upon the street, converted to 
muck by the first rain and blown into houses 
by tne first wind, is either more durable than 
granite or even limestone block, is so pre- 
posterous that we feel like turning the Colonel 
over to an inquest de lunatico inquirendo. 
The question of cheapness cannot be consid- 
ered, for a street thatis put down one year 
and scraped up the next cannot be said to be 
inexpensive. We have streets in St. Louis 
that have been piied with suflicient broken 
limestone at various times to reach the first 
stories of the houses audjucent, and 
vet they are to-day nothing but very 
bad county roads, full of ruts and chuck- 
holes, the mud strata varying in wet weather 
from five to about fifty inehes. If Col. FLap 
had talked in this strain twenty-five years 
ago, when St. Louis was a town of 10,000 in- 
habitants, we would have excused him, but 
to stand in the light of this day, with experi- 
ence to guide him, surrounded by a city of 
nearly 400,000 souls, and preach the doctrine 
of macadam, is an unpardonable offense. If 
our macadam was hard and flinty instead of 
soft and friable, and if we laid it with the 
care that is given to the Telford pavement in 
London, we might have streets which would 
last twenty years atacostof $35 a square— 
about what we have paid for some of our 
worthless Nicholson pavements. But no 
amount of preparation could ever make our 
St. Louis limestone,in a pulverized state, 
equal to the grinding wear of our great traflic. 
The macadam fiends have had a good, Yong 
swing at the treasury,and the result is to-day 
that we have the worst streets of any city in 
the civilized world. If Col. FLAD is correct, 
and if this is the best we can do, we may just 
as well abandon our metropolitan hopes and 
write the word ‘‘Ichabod’’ over our gates. 


GERRY MANDERING., 

So far as we are concerned we are not add- 
ing to our worldly anxieties in the least by 
brooding over the proposition relative to a 
special session of the Legislature to re-district 
Missouri for Congressional representation. 
We have expressed the view mildly that a 
gerrymander would prove unfortunate for the 
Democratic party in the end, and our reasons 


‘ . 
for thinking so may be briefly summed up: 


First. A special session would cost the tax- 
payers $50,000, and if diverse and conflicting 
interests should arise to prolong the session— 


‘a most natural supposition—the cost would be 


doubled. 

Second. The State has been districted twice 
in the past ten years, and the last time—some 
four years ago—it was done with great care 
and fairness, so that the Democracy carried 
all the districts but one, the Ninth. That 
was lost by dissensions in the party which no 
redistricting can ever cure. 

Third. The districts are now remarkably 
compact and can be carried by competent 
men who are able to secure the united vote 
of the party in the lost districts of 1880. 

Fourth. In the absence of the present Con- 
gressmen at Washington, the motives of the 
Legislature would be impugned in adding to 
or taking from the existing districts, as an 
effort to assist the ‘‘outs’’ in supplanting the 
“ins,” thus producing a want of harmony and 
ill feeling in the party. We have already an 
abundance of that in every district .in the 
State. 

Fifth. The members of the General As- 
sembly elected next November, coming 
directly from the people, and knowing how 
matters went in their several districts, will be 
better prepared to make a statesmanlike and 
satisfactory division of the State for members 
of Congress and Electors than the present 
egislature. 

If we were devoting ourselves exclusively 
to the peace, happiness and welfare of the 
Democratic party those are the views that we 
would offer in opposition to a called session 
of the Legislature. If the managers of the 
party, however, conclude to add to their 
magnificent record of blunders we will see 
that they receive the full benefit of them.

Our 
smoke and dirty streets combined drive 
thousands of strangers away every day, but 
the man who quits St. Louis for Chicago 
generally wishes himself in hades before the 
first year. A fow whiffs of Chicago River 
and afew zephyrs from the prairie backs of 
town generally do the business for a family 
of delicate organization.

Counselor Bell’s Opinions, 
8T. LOUIS, March 21. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Itis proposed by the pending ordinance to 
condemn Lucas Market by proceedings in the 
Circuit Court. The city charter authorizes 
such condemnation proceedings when it is 
necewary to appropriate ‘‘private property.’’ 
City Counselor Bell gives it as his opinion that 
the words ‘‘private property’’ mean ‘‘public 
property.’’ But we must be pardoned if we 
refuse to place the most implicit confidence in 
his opinion. In the matter of the charter 
amendments he gave as his deliberate opinion 
that the phrase ‘‘three-fifths of the qualified 


voters voting thereat’’ meant ‘‘less than half 
of the qualified voters voting thereat.’’ In 
this opinion the Supreme Court failed to con- 
cur. Ile also gave as his opinion that the 
méat-shop ordinance was valid. Again the 
Supreme Court displayed its ignorance of 
the organic law of the State. He also 
declared that the city nad a 
good case against the Gas Company. The 
choice bill of costs the tax-payers have had to 
payin thecase shows how obtuse was the 
Supreme Court in tailing to appreciate his 
subtle logic. But since the day when the City 
Jounselor gave his two celebrated opinions, 
one that the clause in the charter which reads, 
‘‘all fees, perquisites and emoluments of such 
(salaried) officers shall be paid over monthly 
to the treasurer,’’ required Marshal Mason to 
pay over all fees collected bv him,and the other 
that the same clause did not require Register 
Wal!sh to pay over any fees. City Counselors 
have deemed it their first duty to give such 
opinions as they were asked to give.

At noon to-day Judge Laughlin in the 
Criminal Court selected the grand jury for the 
March term, which expireson the first Moa- 
day in May. Of those subpoenaed, the fol- 
lowing twelve gentlemen were selected: C.

After they had taken their places in the jury- 
box, Deputy Clerk Ben Finney administered 
the following oath, which is given,as in Judge 
Laughlin’s opinion it isaconcise and com- 
plete statement of the grand juror’s duty.

The authority of the Mayor to remit fines, 
forfeitures and penalties imposed by the police 
courts for violations of the city ordinances 
imposes upon that officer the daily perform- 
ance ofatedious and sometimes depressing 
duty. The hearing of applications each day 
consumes a great deal of time, and often seri- 
ously interferes with other executive business. 
Each of the two police courts imposes an 
average Of seventeen fines per dav throughout 
the year, and tully ten appli- 
cations for executive clemency are made to 
the M@yor each day. To determine the 
merits ofeach case as ittis presented vrac- 
tically involves atrial. Itis proof of the dis- 
crimination practiced by the Mayor in the ex- 
ercise of his authority that the total number 
of remits granted by him during the course of 
the year does not exceed nine hundred, or an 
average of three cases per day. The people 
who are mecessitated to apply for clemency 
are, of course, mostly of one stripe—the poor 
miserables whose wretched habits or sodden 
poverty place them at the mercy ofthe vo- 


lice, but whose occupation or family 
ties demand their presence Outside 
the Work-house. Some of the pleas 


for mercy that are daily made to the Mavor by 
these unfortunates or their nearest friends 
would be laughable if they were not 
pitiable. The Work-house is, in the first place, 
a terrible prison, and eventhe bardest rough 
trembles before the vision of its borrors. In 
the second place, the Work-house has none of 
that gentility about it which loftier penal in- 
stitutions, like the Jail or the Penitentiary, 
eo and it is far from creditabletoa hooa- 
um to be known as 
A WORK-HOUSE RAT. 
In the third place, and this is perhaps the 
strongest reason why the institution is not 
popular among the lower grades of 
criminals, commitment to the Work-house 
means work, hard work, under the eye of 
armed and uncompromising guards and over. 
seers. 5So great is the distaste for punishment 
at the rock-pile or the brush factory that even 
during the severest winter, When shelter and 
regular food are blessings to be procured at 
any cost, the wretches whose only chance of 
uring these desiderata is in continement in 
prison will commit almost any grave offense 
than such as come within the euthority of the 
Police justices to punish, rather than face the 
onsequences of con mittal tothe Work house. 
ertunately perhaps for society their 


norance, their appetites ‘or their 
Owurdice compel them to confine

ers that the Mayor is solicited to exercise his 
pardoning power. Each day at the con- 
clusion of the session of the courts 
THE RECORD OF THE DAY’S FINES 
is forwarded to the Muyor’s office, whence 
they are there transcribed into a huge volume 
for convenient reference. The name of the 
prisoner, the amount and date of his fine, 
the nature of his offense, the 
character otf the prisoner as reported 
by the police ana the name of the person peti- 
tioning for the remission ofthe penalty are 
made out in each case for the full taéorenation 
ofthe Mayor. If the fine is unusually large or 
the circumetancss are for any reason note- 
worthy, the Mayor, betore acting in the 
premises, usually refers the matter for fuller 
explanation te the City Attorney or the police. 
Upon its returnto him he is prepared to 
act. Inthe majority of cases, however, this 
course is not necessary, the Mayor being able, 
with the assistance of Serceaut McGrew, whose 
appreciation of the merits of each application 
has been educated by long practice, to readily 
deterinine each case asit presents itself. It 
must not be imagined that the great number 
of cases which come before Judges 
Jecko and Denison during the course of the 
ecarare all so pany separate individuals. 
uch is very fartrom being true. A very large 
numberare reguiar comers who make their 
appearance inthe prisoner’s dock with cal- 
culable certainty so many times each month.

Mrs, Steitz the amounts of cash and other 
valuables that he lavished upon his guilty 
amours. It was not long before he 
had used up his credit and came tothe end of 
his resources, but inthe meantime his wife, 
whom he‘had ueglected altogether tor anum- 
ber of months, had herself in despair chosen 
the downward path.

Since 1573 
her name has been as often on the records ot 
the police courts as eventhat of Eilen Pren- 
dergast. She preserves some traces of her 
youthful good looks still, even in her 
degradation. Hier husband is also 
4 wreck of his former self. 
Neither of these persons are over thirty- 
five years of aze, and both of them at one 
time had a right to aspire toa happy tuture, 
yet to-day one of them is a nameless creature 
of the gutter and the other a houseless tramp, 
rotten with disease and praying for death. 
Another sad case 1s that of 
ANN O'BRIEN. 

During the winter of 1873 Patrick O’Brien, 
accompavied by his wilie, the woman 
to whom reference is made, came _ to 
St. Louis. O’Brien had been a resident 
of this country for thirteen years previously, 
but in 1873 he returned to Ireland and 
brought back with him his wife and their two 
children, who were left in Canada with some 
of the re:atives of the husband. Ann O'Brien 
atthattime was a very handsome woman, 
about thirty years of age. On the day that 
they arrived in the city, O’Brien was accosted 
on Pine street by a friend, who invited him 
into a neighboring saloon, leaving O'brien’s 
wife standing on the sidewalk. The woman 
waited several hours in the vicinity for her 
husband’s return. She has never seen him 
since. Onthe approach of night she found 
herself without a cent of money, for her hus- 
band had given her none, in a strange city, 
with no friend and no home to 
gO to. She stated the dilemma to a 
passer by, who directed her to the 
soup house, which had been opened that win- 
ter for the first time. The woman’s appear- 
anceand manner drewthe attention of the 
authorities there, and these befriended her in 
many ways, butit soon became apparent tiat 


to set herself adritt. It wasnot many days be- 
fore she had developed a taste tor liquor and 
in a little time she was as low down in the 
scale of feminine depravity as the vilest.

‘*Speaking of wsthetics,’’ saidJ. E. Zeuder, 
the New York importer, at the Lindell Hutel 
this morning, ‘‘the craze is extending to all 
kinds of importations, and the fall styles will 
be the most wonderful that the people ever 
saw.’’ 

‘‘Isit entirely the result of the msthetic 
craze?’’ 

‘‘Not entirely, because it is a natural devel- 
opment of art education. The novelties that 
will be introduced, however, have special 
reference to that excitement.’’ 

‘‘What will ge the nature of these novel- 
ties?’’ é 

‘‘They will inelude some of the most beauti- 
fulillustrationsdevised by Kate Greenaway,the 
notea English designer, who has achieved great 
reputation in that line.’’ 

‘*Are not the novelties generally manufac- 
tured in Paris?’’ 

‘‘Bynomeans. Thatis a public fallacy that 
I find to be universal. Take all the f:esh 
goods in purses, odor-cases, traveling-bags 
and work-baskets, and you will find they 
are manufactured entirely in Germany. Why, 
Paris itself is furnished by the Germans with 
all such novelties.’’ 

‘*‘Huve you seen any of the new goods?’’ 

‘*‘Yes, andIam delighted with their utility 
and beauty. Onetancy struck me as particu- 
lariy unique. That is the making of small 
purses from snake skins and stiil-born calf 
skins. Others have deerskins and fawn-skins. 
You remember thatthe ancients used to wear 
dog-skins asa sort of talisman by which 
life and health were supposed to be preserved. 
Well, that idea has been taken up by the 
manufacturers, who now make card-cases and 
small purses of dog-skin, introducing a 
chemical that changes the original to any de- 
sired color. Another innovation will be 
that of Pompadour bags made of old gold 
and rea plush. These wili take the place 
of the old reticule. Then there is an enor- 
mous assortment of necessaries that 
have the most interesting designs. Folios are 
being made large, with skillful hand-painting 
and embroidery on the outside, showing the 
castle scenes of Germany. Card cases and 
cigar cases will be of calf-skin, with Kate 
Greenaway illustrations in silk, and imitation 
alligator skin in different colors of plush, 
Another unique affair will be a combination 
paper and envelope case. The inside consists 
of a certain number of sheets of paper, 80 ar- 
ranged that when written upon each sheet can 
be torn off and folded into an envelope, duly 
sealed. These are bound in a species of papier 
mache bark, heavily embossed with birds of 
different colors, and presenting a beautiful 
appearance. Thereis, besides,a long list of 
ink stands, currency purses, albums, travel- 
ing companions and pallettes, all handsome 
in design, and just as useful as they are orna- 
mental.’’ 

According to Mr. Zeuder, none of these noy- 
elties will reach this country until fall, when 
they threaten to overwhelm the country and 
become a sort of seml-craze. 


BELLEVILLE.

AN ELEVATOR WAR. 


Decision Refasing Preliminary Injunction 
Againsta Railroad. 


Judge Adams to-day rendered a decision 
denying a preliminarv injunctionin the case 
of Sylvester Chouteau and others against the 
Union Railway and Transit Company. In 
July 1874, a contract was made 0be- 
tween these parties, by which the 


Railway and Transit Company undertook to 
transport the grain and freight overa track 
connecting the elevator and warehouse of the 
petitioners with the railroad, the hauling in 
and out, etc. The service was rendered up to 


July isj9, after which the Union 
Katlway and Transit Company § back- 
ed out of the arrangement and 


refused to haul any longer.*: Mr. Chouteau 
and others interested in the elevator then 
moved in the Circuit Court fora preliminary 
mandatory injunction, to c: mpel the company 
to resume the hauling ‘service. The court to- 
day ruled upon the question whether, 
under equitable principles and chan.- 
cery practice, the petitioners were entitied 
to mandatory relief before a hearing on the 
merits. The function of a preliminary injunc 

tion is generally understood to ‘‘maintain’’ 
things in the condition in wnich they are found 
at the. institution of the proceedings. 
If a preliminary injunction is man- 
datory in its character it ‘‘disturbs’’ the 
present condition, and henceisrarely if ever 
granted by the courts. For two years and a 
half prior to this proceeding the Railway and 
Transit Company had refused to perform the 
service. The petitioners did not show 
that the company was delivering 
their consignments to any other elevator or 
were threatening sotodo. It was suggested 
that a decree enjoining the refusai to haul 
could be entered, and the reliefcould be made 
preventive and not mandatory. Judge Adams 
says: ‘‘Whatever verbal subtertuge might be 
employed, if any preliminary injunction were 
granted it would necessarily be mandatory, 
directing the defendants to act and do rather 
than not toact or nottodo. Underthe prac 

tice in chancery such relief can be had only 
upon final hearing. The application is re- 
fused.’’

to Make Concerning Court 
Officials. 


A Book Which Will Tell What Unfair 
and Criminal Means Were Taken 
to Convict Him, 


The most interesting and important crimi- 
nalcase that has ever beentriedin this State 
is that of Charles F. Kring. For nearly eight 
years the newspapers have been chronicling 
the trials, continuances and legal phases of 
this well known cause, and ___ still 
only published 


Cell No. 46 ofthe ground tier has been Kring’s 
appartment since last February, when he was 
transferred from his old quarters in the 
second row to prepare for his execu: 
tion, which was set for February’ His failing 
health secured for him the privilege of the 
court, of which he availed himself up to a few 
weeks ago. Since then his short walks and 
close confinement to his cell have become no- 
ticeable. He never associated with his 
fellow-prisoners more than to give them a 
passing greeting, but his absence has, never- 
theless, been noticed by the prisoners. This 
morning an explanation was discovered 
by a reporter, who learned that he 
was writin a book on the history of 
his life and trials and the legal phases 
of the case. Ed. Rickard, who killed Lena 
Wilson, and in whom Kring has found to some 


extent an intellectual equal, and 
with whom he alone associates . 
has not even been acquainted with 


this undertakine. To verify the rumor are- 
porter callea on Kring to-day and informed 
him of its import. 

‘*‘Who toid you I was writing a book?’’ 
said Kring in 4 pleasant, sur- 
prised tone. “Toe. long as you 
know aboutitI will give you all the informa- 
tion you want. Idid not intend to make any 
of this public at all. I think it will contain 
some startling revelations and throw a damper 
on the aspirations of a few office-hboiders.’’ 

‘*W hat is the outline of the book?’’ 

‘‘T will make asynopsis of it and probably 
give it to the newspapers induetime. It will 
especially be a history of my last trial and 
the law and will necessarily  in- 
clude ‘a history of my former 
trials. I intend to show the rascality by 
which my conviction was secured and how the 
jury which last convicted me was made to ar 
rive at the conclusion it did after they were 
locked up and when no  one_ should 
bave snoken to them about the case 
It was trickery and rascality which I have had 
investigated closely and at some expense. It 
will show how many damaging stories were 
circulated, their origin and intent, and the 
attempt to cover them up. I do not in- 
tend to go outside my own case nor 
libel anybody. ItI prove whatI publish, and 
{do notintend to hint at my suspicions or 
anything which I have published, it will not 
be a libel. Truth is no libel. This, 
you understand, will only be concerning 
mv trialsin the Criminal Court. About the 
case in the higher courtsI do not propose to 
say anything turther than to give the law 
points. To do this it will be necessary for 
one of my attorneys to assist me, asI am not 
able to do it alone.’’ 

‘*Will it coutain semi- philosophical parts or 
matters outside of the case, suchasthe re- 
ceipt of letters from strangers?’’ 

i certainly will not bring 
private affairs into this book. 
I said, the object of it is to 
show the trickery and i  rascality by 
which §my conviction was secured, 
l amsorry for the way we treated Judge 
Laughlin. He cannot assist nor injure me 
now, andl am free to confess the great in- 
justice done him in print and in disqualifying 
him to try the case. 

**‘Do you expect to make any money from 
the publication.’’ 

‘*‘Not at all. The advertisements will pay for 


the publication, and the publisher 
can get enough to pay for 
the investigation through which 


these startling facts were gotten together and 
traced to their origin, I will have the book 
distributed free of charge. I do not propose 
to say that even the same unfair thing 
might be done in other cases, 
but simply show beyond a doubtthat unfair, 
unjust and criminegl means were taken to con- 
vict me,for which tbe official who dia the work 
and those who ordered it might be impeached 
and provably criminally tried.’’

Discoveries in Gunnery. 
From the London Daily News. 


The power of great guns has been developed 
to an extent hitherto unprecedented in the 
course of experiments which have taken 
place at the Royal Arsenal proof-butts this 
week, and were continued yesterday. Of 
late the attention of artilierists has been di- 
rected to the air-spacing of cartridges as the 
probable key to the secret of high velocities, 
and some of the private manufacturers have 
devised methods of introducing the air. and 
regulating its precise quantity,which methods 
they have jealously guarded against imita- 
tions. At the Royal Gun Factories, however, 
the Superintendent, Col. Maitland, R. A., has 
taken anew departure by giving up air- 
spacing as an unprofitable expedient and try- 
ing another system. Having found by re- 
peated triais the description of slow-burning 


powder best adapted to his re- 
quirements he has designed a 
contrivance for retaining it in 


the chamber of the gun until the powder is 
sufficiently fired to set up a pressure of about 
two tons per square inch upon the base of the 
shot, which then starts at a bound, the 
speed of which is accelerated by the pursuit 
of the powder gases until itleaves the muz- 
zie. The retention of the shot is accom- 
plished = | a ring of metal fixed around it 
near the base, and so regulated as to size 
that it will, when placed inthe breach, bea 
trifle larger than the bore through which it 
has to pass. According to the resistance 
which it affords will be the period of reten- 
tion. {t has been demonstrated by experi- 
ments with fired gunpowder that in a very 
strong vessel the powder may be ignited and 
converted into gas, and yet held under sub- 
jection foran unlimited time. The retention 
ring is made of such strength that it will sur- 
render at a given pressure, and the requisite 
conditions tor the attainment of the maxi- 
mum velocities thus appear to have been re- 
alized. With the 10.4-inch gun 
a  462-pound = shot has been fired 
at a muzzle velocity of 2,275 feet 
per second, the equivalent of which in 
enerey is 16,500 foot tons, but as the powder 
charge was somewhat in excess of the service 
allowance it is fair to reduce this velocity by 
100 feet. It will then be far in advance of the 
speed attained under former conditions. The 
improvement has had a stronger illustration 
in a competitive trial between the two experi- 
mental 45-ton guns—that of Elswick manu- 
facture, with the air-space chamber, and that 
of Woolwich, with theretention ring. The 
dormer, with 350 pounds of powder, (rather 
above its service charge), discharged a 700- 
pound projectile at a velocity of 1,900 feet per 
second; the latter, crammed with 400 pounds 
of powder and the same shot, recorded a 
speed of of 2,120 feet. These tigures represent 
in energy respectively 17,500 and 20,800 tons 
per foot, and the advantage in an attack upon 
armor-plates may be assumed in the same 
proportion. The discovery has created great 
satisfaction in Government departments, and 
is eee to lead to even more important re-

4 A Drunken Marriage. 
Long Branch (N. J.) Special Dispatch. 
Some excitement has been created in As- 
bury Park, a village a few miles from here,
